B arry Bros, started work this week 
on a new modern cold storage plant to 
lie located in the Ice plant building in 
Comanche. 
A car load of cork was 
received 
Wednesday, and the plant 
will 
be 
ready for use within the 
next 
six 
weeks,—in ample time to take care 
of the turkeys of Comamlie this sea­ 
son. 
The storage room will he twenty 
fe«»t wide, thirty feet long and twelve 
feet high, with a capacity of two car 
loads of poultry, eggs, butter or other 
products for cold storage- It will be 
walled with rock and have reinforced 
concrete floor six inches thick. The 
floor walk, and ceiling will he covered 
on the inside with 
four 
inches 
of 
cork. 
The plant will lie conveniently lo­ 
cated, entrance being made from the 
street, and also to the railroad track 
which will be but a few feet distant. 
In addition to this, B arry Bros, 
have spent $20,000 this year on mod­ 
ern improvements for their ice plant 
in Comanche, and by the time the ice 
scasou opens next y<«r will have one 
of the best and most up to date iee 
factories In this section of the country. 
Mr. B arry sa id : “Owing to the very 
bad condition of Comanche’s present 
w ater supply, th« ice this seuson is 
not nearly so good in quality as it 
will be when Comanche gets her new 
w ater supply.” He also states th at 
they are continuously treating the wa­ 
ter from which th e iee 1» made, and 
that the quality is steadily improving 
even now. 
In addition to the twenty ton plant 
in Comanche, Barry 
Broa* 
have a 
thirty ton plant in De Leon, a ten ton 
plant in Gorman, a ten ton plant in 
Rising Star, a refrigerating loo vault 
in Cross Plains with a capacity of 
two car load* of iee and one car load 
of Turkeys, and a twenty ton plant 
at Aransas Pass. They have also taken 
over the light and power business of 
Aransas Pass. 
The storage room in Comanche, as 
in all the other towns is open to any 
or all the local produce 
men. 
Tin* 
whole scheme is being carried out by 
Barry Bros- alone*, they furnishing all 
the capital and offering their services 
as a private firm. 
The work being done by B arry Bros, 
is of especial Interest to the poultry 
tnisers of Comanche county, as Co­ 
ma m-he will now be able to handle all 
ti e poultry raised. 
Though Comanche has been handl­ 
ing very lurgfe quantities of poultry 


and eggs and other produce in re­ 
cent years, the lack of proper cold 
storage facilities has been keenly felt, 
and a great deal of produce that would 
have been handled here lias gone to 
De Leon, Brownwood, Gorman, Ris 
lug Star and other points. W ith the 
installation of the new cold storage 
plant by Barry Bros There will lie 
no need for the products going to out­ 
side towns.

Ancient Roman Lawe 
The Law a of the Twelve Tables was 
a famous code of Roman laws, drawn «tow medals npon officer» an«! badges 
up by the Decemvirs to protect the 
^nPste«! men who were eonspie- 
plebelans against the oppression of the 
patricians. 
The first ten tables were 
enacted In 451 B. C., and the two- re­ 
maining ones were added by a« second 
decemvlrate in 450. 
These last con­ 
tained regulations obnoxious to the 
common people, and were styled by 
Ctcero “the two tables of unjuat laws.” 
The Laws of the Twelve Tables were 
engraved on bronze plates and set up 
In the Comltlum. They constituted the 
basis of the written law of Rome and 
aa late aa the time of Cicero were com­ 
mitted to memory by every schoolboy. 
The original tables ace said; to have 
been destroyed during the saek of 
Rome under Brennua in 390 15.

Htow, at his home at Clyde. N. Y., 
who at the age of M ended the labors 
of a very active life, bringing to a 
close a career th at is historic.

many respects the record of his life 
will find but few, If any, parallels In 
the E nlted States. Mr. Stow had for 
over sixty year* practiced law in the 
law’ and Insurance office founded by 
his fath er over 100 years ago, which 
is said to he the oldest insurance of­ 
fice in the C nited States. He died in 
the house th a t he w as born in, nnd 
in which he had lived his entire life.
